— Tournament of Roses Queen Pamela 
Elaine Prather and her court of six 
Rose Princesses leads the majestic ar- 
ray of 63 flower covered floats in to- 
day’s 70th Annual Tournament of 
Roses Parade. The girls, all coeds at 
Pasadena City College, were selected 
to reign over today’s pageant from the 
1900 girls enrolled at their Alma Mater. 
Clock-wise from lower left the girls are 
Marilyn Sampson, Diana Rasmussen, 
Diane Price, Queen Pamela, Thea Cor- 
coran, Carole Mark, and Kathleen Ran- 
som. They are seated amidst over 10,- 
000 roses. 


“LEARNING, THE GREATEST ADVEN- 
TURE”— The Big Ten Conference hails 
the State University of Iowa which 
makes its second appearance in the 
Rose Bow] today with this colorful float 
portraying the adventure of learning. 
On the front of the float are two honor 
students from the State University of 
Iowa wearing black cap and gown. Im- 
mediately behind them is a big scroll 
such as is awarded at graduation. The 
scroll is supported by a Grecian column 
on top of which is the lamp of learn- 
ing. 


“HEALTH”—Ireland joins hands across 
the sea with The March of Dimes to 
present this float, which hails health 
as the greatest of all adventures in 
life. Base of this float forms a harp; 
the back of which is a large shamrock 
leaf. Immediately in front of the leaf a 
boy and girl 15 feet tall dance an Irish 
jig. Five girls and a boy, all students 
at the university in Dublin, flew from 
Ireland to hail the opening of the 1959 
March of Dimes drive by appearing in 
the Rose Parade. 


“ADVENTURES IN SPORTSMANSHIP” 
— Chevrolet Division of General Motors 
makes its debut in the Rose Parade to- 
day by hailing its annual “All-Amer- 
ican Soapbox Derby.” In the foreground 
of the float is Roy Rogers, celebrated 
cowboy of filmdom, greeting 1958 na- 
tional soapbox champion, James Miley 
of Muncie, Indiana, while Dale Evans 
depicts the starter of the race in the 
background. Three other winners in 
authentic soapbox racers are coming 
down a runway of white chrysanthe-

“A VISIT TO PLANET EARTH” — The 
City of San Gabriel switches space 
travel from the viewpoint of human 
beings to that of other creatures from 
outer space visiting the earth. Featured 
are three 17-foot tall visitors leaving 
their flying saucer. Their mission is a 
peaceful one because they have 
brought the whole family, including 
the baby in a space buggy. A sign 
above says “Take Me to Your Leader”. 


“STEPS OF LEARNING” — The Pacific 
Coast Conference honors its Rose Bowl 
football representative in today’s grid- 
iron classic, the University of Califor- 
nia, with its famous landmark, Sather 
Gate, on a base of steps. The campus 
queen and her court of four princesses 
are seated on the steps. The steps and 
gate pillars are done in white chrysan- 
themums and the wrought iron gate is 
decorated in ti leaves and croton. 
Actual leaves are used to gain the 
“wrought iron’ pattern. 


“FANTASY IN DREAMS” — The City of 
Whittier captures a girlhood dream of 
being Cinderella in this floral entry 
which shows the queen swinging from 
a pumpkin of vanda orchids topped 


with violet stocks. At the base of the 
pumpkin are dark red American beauty 
roses, and the slippers in which the 
four princesses are sitting are made of 
pink sweetpeas and stock blossoms. 
The girls come’ from Whittier’s five 
high schools. 


“LEWIS AND CLARK” — Standard Oil 
Company of California portrays the 
opening of the West. with the Missouri 
River serving as the rugged but beauti- 
ful avenue to the Pacific Coast. The 
scene shows Lewis and Clark with their 
Indian guide Sacajawa (Sah-Kah-Gah- 
Wa-ah) in the area in which is now 
Three Forks, Montana, where the Jeff- 
erson, Madison and Galliten rivers join 
to form the Missouri. A swirling base 
of white pompons on a pattern of green 
ti leaves forms the river, while the 
banks and sides of the float burst with 
early summer blooms of sweet peas, 
roses, ferns and deflexus. 


“GOLD!” — The City of South Gate por- 
trays its conception of California’s 
greatest adventure, the cry of Gold 
which in 1849 echoed throughout the 
land. Portrayed here is a floral figure 
of a gold miner standing on the bluff 
at the rear of the float. At the front of 
the float is a large gold pan with nug- 
gets. This float is decorated with silver 
leaf, stock, 5,000 yellow roses and chry- 
santhemums, 


“ADVENTURES OF TOM SAWYER” — 
Pasadena’s beautiful Huntington-Sher- 
aton Hotel again provides humor in 
this most famed Mark Twain story, 
“The Adventures of Tom Sawyer’. Here 
Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry Finn are 
seen launching their raft as they pre- 
pare to play a pirate game on the Mis- 
sissippi River.

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“THE GREATEST ADVENTURE” — The 
Florists Telegraph Delivery Service be- 
lieves marriage is the greatest of all 
adventures. Captured here is the scene 
after the wedding when the bride and 
groom leave the chapel. Interpreted by 
five massive Gothic arches outlined in 
pink roses, the bridal party consists of 
four bridesmaids, a flower girl, and 
ring bearer. The clergyman stands in 
front of the altar, while at the rear of 
the float is a stained glass window 
done in orchid petals. The aisle carpet 
is in solid pink camellias. 


“AN ADVENTURE IN PROGRESS” — 
The City of Pittsburgh hails its forth- 
coming bi-centennial as it illustrates 
the City’s progress during the last 200 
years. At the rear of the float on an 
elevated triangle is a replica of Fort 
Pitt amidst a three-dimensional forest 
setting. Directly in front, the figure of 
George Washington is mounted on a 
horse, while on either side are scenes 
of industry. In the foreground is a 
miniature of Pitt’s famous “Golden 
Triangle” with its modern buildings 
portraying the sensational reconstruc- 
tion of this city. Three lovely Indian 
maidens and two men representing in- 
queey in Pittsburgh appear on the 
oat. 


“ADVENTURES WITH A CAMERA”’— 
The City of Downey features a large 
flash camera illustrative of one of 
America’s favorite “adventures” as the 
motif for its float today. On the front of 
the float rides the Queen of Downey 
and her princesses, who are posed in 
various situations representing various 
types of candid pictures that shutter- 
hugs enjoy snapping, Fishing, water 
skiing, tennis and sunbathing are fea- 
tured as favorite areas enjoyed by cam- 
era enthusiasts. Croton leaves and sil- 
ver leaf are the floral decorations for 
the camera. 


“PONCE DE LEON” —Minute Maid 
Orange Juice creates the colorful fan- 
tasy of the fountain of youth found by 
Ponce de Leon and his Indian guide 
on the “Island of Florida” in this magic 
setting of floral beauty. The “Island of 
Florida” is a lush jungle of ferns, 
deflexus, azaleas, roses, bird of para- 
dise, croton with a backdrop of moss- 
laden trees of fern and magenta.

“MAGIC CARPET” —The City of Al- 
hambra captures the romance and ad- 
venture of a desert oasis. Central motif 
of this large float is an elaborate 
Arabian tent made of hundreds of car- 
nations and vanda orchids, and is sur- 
rounded by five palm trees made of 
orchid petals. On the front of the float 
is a life sized replica of a camel with 
all of the trappings, while in the tent 
is a shiek surrounded by a bevy of 
beautiful harem girls. A feature of this 
float is a large carpet done entirely 
with roses with all available rose col- 
ors used to develop the intricate de- 
signs. Bordered with roses, the total 
ube used on'this float is over 10,- 


“FOREST ADVENTURES”—Native Sons 
and Daughters of the Golden West re- 
mind everyone to protect our beautiful 
forests by preventing forest fires. Fea- 
tured for the first time in a Rose Pa- 
rade is Smokey, the Fire Prevention 
Bear, and his two cubs standing guard 
over a forest wonderland. Throughout 
the forest is typical wild life, including 
deer, birds, rabbits and squirrels all 
done in flowers and natural foliage. In 
the center of the float is a real water- 
fall and fern dell. Another Rose Parade 
first on this float are the rhododendron 
plants in full bloom. A spring flower, 
they were forced to bloom and brought 
here from Northern California especial- 
iy for this Parade. 


“CIRCUS ADVENTURES” — Altadena, 
beautiful community lying to the north 
of Pasadena and famed for its Christ- 
mas Tree Lane, provides a stirring 
three rings circus in this delightful 
floral entry. Here is seen a large 10- 
foot seal spinning a balloon on its 
nose. Before a large circus tent of sweet- 
pea petals, the float is decorated with 
white pompons, poinsettias, roses and 
chrysanthemums of varying hues. 


“ADVENTURES DURING CHINESE 
NEW YEAR” — The City of San Fran- 
cisco portrays the pageantry of a 
Chinese New Year with a large, bril- 
liantly colored smoke-breathing drag- 
on dominating the front of the float. 
Standing in a bed of roses, the middle 
of his body is a circle with a Chinese 
character saying, “Happy New Year’. 
On the raised back section is an ornate 
street scene from San Francisco’s China 
Town. Miss Chinatown of 1958 is riding 
on the float with her two attendants in 
lovely Chinese Robes. 


“USS NAUTILUS — OPERATION SUN- 
SHINE” — The City of Lakewood has 
taken its theme from recent newspaper 
headlines depicting the history-making 
adventure of the atomic-powered sub- 
marine, Nautilus, in its now-famed ad- 
venturous Polar crossing. Featured on 
this float is a scale replica of the 
Nautilus as it makes its adventure un- 
der the ice caps. The Nautilus is cov- 
ered with eucalyptus and lemon leaves, 
while the ice cap is decorated with 
100,000 white chrysanthemums. 


“THE NEW IOWA”— The State of Iowa 
hails its development “where factory 
and farm share prosperity” in this spec- 
tacular floral entry which salutes 
Iowa’s farms, factories and football. At 
the front of the float is a modern fac- 
tory and a typical modern farmhouse, 
side by side, the farmhouse complete 
with barn, machine shed and silo. Mid- 
dle of the float depicts a college foot- 
ball field, while behind it is a stadium 
with red chrysanthemums and blue 
cornflowers used-to simulate the crowd. 


“HORIZONS UNLIMITED” — The City 
of Los Angeles depicts its future 
srowee as a city of skyscrapers. Back- 
op of the float is the framework of 
skyscrapers covered with vanda orchids 
with Los Angeles City Hall standing 
before them in its cloak of white stock. 
A huge rainbow emerges from City Hall 
terminating in a pot of gold flowers 
at the front of the float. Under the 
rainbow is a girl in modern formal 
dress holding a large gold key to the 
City. The girl is Linda Ledden, a 1958 
Tournament of Roses princess. 


“ARABIAN NIGHTS’ —The Quaker 
Oats Company draws its “adventures” 
from the delightful fables of the Mid- 
dle East. Here a beautiful rainbow- 
colored bird is preparing to carry off 
Sinbad the Sailor. The prehistoric roc, 


as it was called, is perched at the cen- 
ter of the float for its fabled flight. 
Rear of the float is the setting for the 
presentation of other characters’ from 
Arabian Nights. 


“ADVENTURE IN PIONEERS” — The 
United States Army Recruiting Service 
illustrates modern pioneering in our 
new space-age. A huge globe with the 
continent showing in relief rests on an 
eight-pointed star at the back of the 
float, Circling the globe is a rocket 
shooting off into space with a fiery 
blast, In the middle of the float is fea- 
tured a low-rimmed compass with a 
moving needle. Up front is another 
star mounted on a raised dias, where 
arb & Clark, two early pioneers 
stand. 


City of Long Beach hails the space-age 


with this stirring floral entry that de- 
picts a spectacular rocket blast made 
of white pompons that swishes from 
the back of the float to the front. The 
back section of the float is a huge 
canopy formed by the rocket blast. 
Suspended from this big pene 
streamer are the nine planets wi 
their moons and circles, while under- 
neath is a huge flaming sun made of 
brilliant red carnations and yellow 
stock. Tips of the flames rest in a scal- 
loped bed of beautiful orchids and 
ferns edged in dark pink pompons. 
Eurlyne Howell, crowned Miss United 
States of America in the 1958 Miss Uni- 
verse Beauty Pageant, wears a laven- 
der gown while Jacqueline Carter, Miss 
Welcome to Long Beach, wears a blue 
creation. 


“ADVENTURE IN PORTRAITS”—Treas- 
ure Tones Paints portrays the delight- 
ful adventure of portrait painting. Fo- 
cal point is a 17-foot animated pieure 
frame with floral paintings of George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln and 
Theodore Roosevelt, each of the three 
pictures rotating in turn. A series of 
separate panels permit the pictures to 
be changed. In front of the portraits 
are the artist’s tools, which include a 
giant-sized palette, brushes, and the 
paint that has been mixed. 


“ADVENTURES IN BABYLAND” — The 
City of Inglewood presents the stork in 
a carriage bringing the first baby of 
the New Year into the world. The 
coach is drawn by five large animated 
ducks with a baby jockey riding the 
foremost one,while two baby coachmen 


drive the ducks with other babies 
posted to aid the project. Roses, both 
red and white, are featured on this 
float, and the bed of long-stemmed 
roses are kept fresh by chemicals in 
their individual test tubes.

“ADVENTURES OF QUEEN SCHE- 
HARAZADE”—The City of Indio, famed 
for its annual Date Festival, camel 
races and desert climate, draws its “ad- 
venture” today from the Middle East 
in this Arabian setting. Here Queen 
Scheharazade is seen sitting in the 
middle of the float on a pillow of roses 
under a striped canopy made of gold 
and red chrysanthemums, In the fore- 
ground of the float is a baby elephant 
with a small, jewel-like howdah on 
his back, the lacy effect of which was 
developed by using vanda orchids. 


“FIRST MOON SHOT” —The City of 
Gardena characterizes the efforts of 
man to conquer space with this float 
showing the man in the moon joyfully 
watching the cow jumping over the 
moon. Both head and tail of the cow 
is animated. Center of the float finds 
four girl “scientists” preparing a rocket 
for takeoff to the moon with the queen 
of Gardena on her throne directing the 
girls so their trip will be as successful 
as that of the cow. 


“ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON” — 
California State Polytechnic College 
captures the spirit of the triumph of 
good over evil with the fairytale of St. 
George and the Dragon. This legendary 
adventure is depicted by the dream of 
a modern St. George riding his charger 
to rid the world of a great dragon. 
Symbolizing the “storybook” nature of 
this adventure the dragon is seen roar- 
ing out of his giant book lair while a 
child, small in contrast to the float, 
meets the beast with a lance. The 
dragon’s head swings from side to side 
as it emits dragon-like noises and 
white clouds of smoke. 


“ADVENTURE IN YOUTH” — Al Ma- 
laikah Shrine Temple presents a 
brightly colored merry-go-round in mo- 
tion on a dias at the rear of the float. 
Gaily decorated horses with children 
riding whirl beneath a canopy that is 
topped. by the star and scimpter em- 
blematic of the Shrine organization. In 
the foreground, a member of the Shrine 
Temple stands with helping hand on 
the wheel chair of a crippled young- 
ster symbolizing the work done by 
Shrine Hospitals. 


“ADVENTURE STORIES” — The City of 
Sierra Madre returns from its Theme 


winning effort a year ago to present 
this delightful float with its flowered 
story book characters. Here is seen two 
books laid side to side with one of the 
books showing the title, while famous 
story book characters are seen emerg- 
ing from the pages of the others, These 
include Captain Hook, Pinocchio, Little 
Red Riding Hood and TomSawiyer. 
Chrysanthemums of every hue have 
been used to develop the motif for this 
charming float. 


“FESTIVAL OF DUSSEHRA”—The City 
of South Pasadena captures the pomp 
and splendor of an ancient pageant 
with all of the exotic charm of India. 
Climax of the Festival of Dussehra is 
a colorful parade of elephants, which 
is symbolized here with a massive ele- 
phant, decorated from gilded toenails 
to golden howdah on top, in a lavish 
display of Oriental colors. Riding the 
howdah are South Pasadena High 
School’s football queen and princesses, 
who are attired in native Indian cos- 
tumes and accompanied by a mahara- 
jah. Seated on the elephant’s head is 
the mahout, or elephant driver, who 
also acts as float director. 


“EDUCATION — THE GREAT ADVEN- 
TURE” — Pasadena City Schools illus- 
trates the importance of education in 
both the world of today and tomorrow. 
Because of the importance of the print- 
ed page in education, books are used 
in this float’s design to symbolize the 
process of carrying knowledge from 
one generation to another. Three Junior 
College students riding on the float 
were selected from the art designing 
classes at Pasadena City College which 
participated in the school’s float design 
contest wear costumes selected to har- 
monize with the over-all color effect. 


“ADVENTURES IN ENTERTAINMENT” 
— San Antonio, Texas hails its annual 
San Jacinto Fiesta with special em- 
phasis on its night parade known as 
Fiesta Flambeau With this 135-foot 
long floral entry. Presiding over the lo- 
comotive is Miss Fiesta herself in the 
person of Helen Schumann. Each of 
the cars in this special train carries a 
beautiful girl representing the four 
major colleges of San Antonio. The 
wheels of this fairy flambeau train do 
not touch the ground as it moves along, 
thus preserving the thousands and 
thousands of blossoms that cover every 
square inch of this entry. 
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“ADVENTURE IN DESERT LIVING” — 
Palm Springs makes it first appearance 
in Tournament of Roses pageantry with 
this float which features a-huge picture 
frame that shows a floral painting of 
Palm Springs. A beaming sun smiles 
down upon a setting of modern homes, 
swimming pools, and palm trees. The 
picture frame is suspended between 
two mounds depicting desert settings. 
On either side of the picture are large 
clusters of verbena, bouganvilla, prim- 
rose and oleanders. Four girls stand 
among the flowers admiring the pic- 
ture. Roses, vanda orchids, catteleya 
orchids, stock and desert flowers are 
‘used to decorate this float. 


“ADVENTURES OF MARCO POLO” — 
Union Oil Company portrays the mys- 
tical beauty of the Orient in this scene 
where Marco Polo, as the ambassador 
for Genghis Khan, is being greeted at 
the temple by the Princess of Siam. The 
intricate detail of the stairways and 
fan are developed with vanda orchids. 
Standing in the foreground of the float 
is a large white peacock made of nar- 
cissus, while in the float’s center is a 
sunken pool made of thousands of 
vanda orchids. The fountain itself is of 
paper-white narcissus. 


“OUR FROGMEN” — Pasadena Post 13 
of the American Legion heralds the ad- 
ventures and daring exploits of our 
Navy frogmen in this floral visit to the 
ocean fioor. A sea shell of pink and 
white chrysanthemums serve as the 
backdrop with two sharks swimming 
in front of it. Two real Navy frogmen 
wearing full regalia are hard at work. 
In the foreground is a ship’s anchor. A 
sea of red roses and pink ’mums are 
seen in the float’s foreground. 


“PROUD PAST — BRIGHT FUTURE” — 
The City of Riverside depicts a large 
half-world resting on a low circular 
bed. From the top of the world jagged 
spears are shot into space,while on the 
low many-pointed bed rests a rocket 
ship ready to take off. Miss California 
in the person of Sandra Robinson is 
featured on this floral entry as are two 
members of the Air Force, 


“POLYNESIAN POTPOURRI”’—The Na- 
tional Orange Show captures humor in 
this fioral entry hailing the opening of 
its annual show in San Bernardino on 
iq 23 with a Polynesian motif. Here 


is seen an explorer being cooked in a 
pot with a Zula chief in charge of the 
ceremonies, Salt and other spices are 
in evidence. Pretty girls are Doris Rau 
of Rialto, 1958 California Orange Queen 
and her princesses, Joanne Cobb of 
Biyetelde and Linda Belanger of Ana- 
eim, 


“ADVENTURES IN FANTASY” — The 
City of Glendale presents its queen of 
fantasy, who rules her fairyland from 
a sedan-chair made of roses, beneath 
a canopy of strung orchids, which con- 
tain over 10,000 vanda orchids, 6000 
roses and countless blossoms of white 
narcissus. Two tiers in pink, lavender 
and white chrysanthemums lead up to 
the platform at the rear of the float 
where three princesses sit beneath a 
spectacular canopy, with strung orchids 
to form the graceful background.

“ADVENTURE TO GLORY” — The City 
of Hawthorne illustrates the hope of 
many young girls to someday ride a 
float in the Rose Parade, thus this 
“adventure” comes true today for Haw- 
thorne’s queen and her court of five 
attendants. The queen sits at the rear 
of the float beneath a crown with a 
princess on either side of her. From 
their thrones comes three stairways, 
merging to form a bridge, which is 
guarded on each side by a white swan, 
while from under the bridge stem 
three large roses. In front of each rose 
is another princess. 


“CHILDHOOD ADVENTURE”—The City 
of St. Louis again provide a dual entry, 
the first called the “Clown Wagon” and 
the second the “Animal Wagon”. 
Drawn by a team of miniature mules, 
the first segment features a tramp 
clown imprisoned within rubber bars, 
while other clowns leap through the 
bright yellow wagon. Yellow chrysan- 
themums and red carnations are dom- 
inant. The second entry, drawn by 
eight Clydesdale horses, features ani- 
mals in flowers and the queen of the 
Big Top riding upon the elephant’s 
trunk. 

“ADVENTURES IN FISHING” — The 
City and County of San Diego draws 
attention to its beautiful harbor, ex- 
cellent climate, and ideal fishing con- 
ditions by showing a large yellowtail 
being caught by a pretty girl. The love- 
ly damsel is Miss San Diego in the per- 
son of Dee Ann Flaming. Two mer- 
maids namely, Miss Poinsettia of 1958 
and Miss Yellowtail of 1958, respective- 
ly Stephanie Clark and Dee Barlow, 


will be seen on opposite sides of the 
float on waves of flowers, Fins of the 
yellowtail are animated,

“THE SILENT WORLD”— Helms Bak- 
eries portrays the undersea adventures 
of skin diving and the enchanting 
beauty and mysticism of the deep in 
this colorful floral entry. The skin div- 
ers are mannequins decorated in flow- 
ers as are the fish and other marine 
life, Top part of the float is intended to 
emulate the undulating movement of 
waves. This is a white and purple can- 
opy-like moss of flowers, A seagull and 
a pelican are perched at the back top 
portion of the float. 


“ADVENTURE, AND HOW!” — The Ex- 
change Clubs of California again pre- 
sent one of their humorous floral 
entries for which they have become 
famous in previous Rose Parades, Here 
a shipwrecked sailor with spyglass in 
hand bobs on a sea of candy tuft in a 
raft of yellow chrysanthemums as he 
spots his first sight of land, a lush 
tropical island complete with exotic 
foliage and three island beauties. 


“INVITATION TO ADVENTURE” — The 
Portland Rose Festival, which cele- 
brated its golden anniversary last June, 
features a cluster of deep red roses 
illustrative of Portland’s fame as a ci 
of roses. Above the roses are five pil- 
lars supporting a lovely scroll design 
ending in trailing strings of flowers. 
At the very front of the float is a cake 
celebrating Portland’s golden anniver- 
sary, while behind it are five fan- 
shaped beds each with a graceful scroll 
in rose buds. 


“ADVENTURE IN THE WEST’— This 
10th annual entry of the Bakery and 
Confectionary Workers International 
Union of America typifies the “adven- 
ture” of going west by featuring a 20- 
foot long old-fashioned automobile. 
Father, wearing duster and goggles of 
1900, drives the “‘horseless carriage” as 
his wife sits alongside him in her dust- 
er. Riding as passengers are four pretty 
Bakerettes wearing conventional bak- 
erette hats. 


“ADVENTURE IN AVIATION” — The 
City of Torrance depicts Lindbergh's 
solo flight from America to France on 
May 21, 1927 as the greatest adventure 
of all time in aviation. Here is seen the 
Statue of Liberty in white pompons 
and the Eiffel Tower in green chrysan- 
themum leaves. Between them is the 
Atlantic Ocean of white, lavendar and 


purple ‘mums over which flies the 
‘Spirit of St. Louis” decorated in silvery 
dusty millers. 


“NEW WORLDS TO CONQUER”—See’s 
Candy Shops provides its own “ad- 
venture” in float building with this un- 
usual design of planets in orbit. The 
float is also electrically-powered by 
four units, one each in the four pads 
at ground level. Steering is done from 
the planet earth with a floral girl 
standing atop it. Thousands of vanda 
orchids have been used to gain the ef- 


fect of earth satellites and planets in 
orbit. The gigantic orbits are seeming- 
ly suspended in space. 


“ADVENTURES IN SERVICE” — The 
Salvation Army shows the far reaching 
effect of its humanitarian efforts with 
a world rotating above two Salvation 
Army shields. At the back of the float 
is a cross indicating the spiritual moti- 
vation of this world-wide organization. 


“ADVENTURE OF A ROSE” — Market 
Basket Stores herald Tournament of 
Roses pageantry with a huge pink rose 
as the focal point with three other units 
extending to the front of it connected 
by stems. The large rose is 18-feet in 
diameter. In the center foreground is a 
miniature of the Rose Queen’s float, 
while at one side is a decorated horse 
and carriage symbolic of the early day 
parade. The other unit represents the 
Rose Bowl with a large bouquet of 
roses bursting from a miniature sta- 
dium. 

“ADVENTURE WITH NATURE”—Tele- 
phone Answering Services of America 
makes its debut in the Rose Parade to- 
day. Here the live figure of Pam, God 
of Nature, sits on a small hill calling 
forth the spirits of Spring, Summer, 
Autumn and Winter. The four spirits 
are live girls dressed in long, flowered 
gowns, mounted on a revolving plat- 
form at the back of the float. On the 
middle bed are four leaves graduating 
in size and color to show changes of 
the seasons, 

“ADVENTURES IN THE LAND OF SKY 
BLUE WATERS” — St. Paul, Minnesota 
hails its annual winter carnival with a 
winter scene in which the Winter Car- 
nival king and queen, Roland Thomp- 
son and Sally Shields, are riding a 
horse-drawn sleigh across a snow- 
covered bridge. The couple is protected 
from the cold by a blanket of red car- 
nations as they ride down the road of 
‘freshly fallen” chrysanthemums, Clus- 
ters of orchids and vandas on man- 
zanitas give colorful contrast to the 
snowy road, 


“UNDERWATER ADVENTURE” — The 
City of Monterey Park combines real- 
ism and fantasy in its floral entry. 
Here is seen two modern skin divers 
discovering an underwater grotto 
where a queen and two princess mer- 
maids sit on their thrones at the bot- 
tom of the ocean. The back of the 
grotto is a huge sea shell and in front 
of the mermaids is a treasure chest of 


gold spilling onto the ocean floor. 


“ADVENTURE IN CHRISTIAN LOVE” 
— The Lutheran Laymen’s League de- 
picts Christ sitting in a garden telling 
a man seated at his feet the story of 
the Good Samaritan. Front part of the 
floats depicts the Levite and Priest 
travelling to Jerusalem, while the Good 
Samaritan is ministering to the man 
who fell amongthe thieves This is one 
of the best known stories of the Bible 
characterizing a true adventure in 
Christian life. Christ is portrayed by 
the Rev. G. C. Schramm, first vice- 
president of the Lutheran Church, Mis- 
souri Synod of the Southern California 
District. 

“IN PURSUIT OF ADVENTURE” — 
American Trucking Association, Inc., of 
Washington, D.C., presents an ocean 
scene with a large sea serpent rising 
from the ocean in the float’s fore- 
ground. Following behind the serpent 
is a Viking ship filled with Viking 
girls. The float is fashioned to suggest 
the ship in full sail chasing the ser- 
pent. The eleven Viking girls are 
dressed in brightly colored warrior 
costumes, and they carry shields or 
spears, The Viking ship is covered with 
chrysanthemums, and the sail and 
shields are done in individual stock 
blossoms. 


“HOLLYWOOD BOWL” — Los Angeles 
County hails its cultural achievements 
with this float showing a stylized ver- 
sion of the music shell housing the 
stage at Hollywood Bowl, against a 
background of a lyre-type harp. On a 
dais, extending from the base of shell, 
a group of choir boys and a director 
occupy the center of the stage. They 
are flanked by beautiful girls repre- 
senting the Los Angeles County Em- 
ployees Association, queen of whom 
is Marlene White. 

“BURBANK’S FANTASY” — The City of 
Burbank, recent winner of two Rose 
Parade sweepstake’s awards, depicts 
this float as its dream of the most 
beautiful floral entry ever conceived 
by human beings. More than 180,000 
flowers were used to complete the ar- 
rangement. Included are orchids, car- 
nations, stock, heather, azaleas, chry- 
santhemums, and ferns. These are in 
addition to the three lovely flowers 
who represent each of Burbank’s high 
schools. : 
“AN ADVENTURE IN STATEHOOD” — 
All American Rose Selections hails the 
entry of Alaska into the union as the 
49th state. Back of the float is the 
Aurora Borealis made of carnations,

sweetpeas and button chrysanthe- 
mums, In front of it are two polar bears 
on an iceberg beside a girl clad in 
parka raising the American flag to 
meet the 49th star. 


“ALICE THROUGH THE LOOKING 
GLASS” — Occidental Life Insurance 
Company of California draws on the 
adventures of “Alice in Wonderland” 
and “Through the Looking Glass” by 
Lewis Carroll for this delightful floral 
entry, A huge Mad Hatter at the rear 
of the float holds up a looking glass 
frame through which Alice sees her 
reflection. Alice and her reflection are 
portrayed by twins, Caryl and Susan 
Volkman, A red carpet leads down to 
the bottom of the stairs. 

“VALLEY OF SUNSHINE” — Antelope 
Valley, which lies to the north of Pasa- 
dena across the beautiful Sierra Madre 
Mountains, makes its return to Rose 
Parade pageantry with this desert 
scene from the old West. A floral cow- 
boy, in full regalia, stands with drawn 
guns in front of a life sized Joshua 
tree. He is decorated in red and yellow 
chrysanthemums, rose petals and croton 
leaves as he stands on the desert floor 
of desert holly, poppies, lavender and 
purple stock and ’mums, 


“FIRST DAY OF SCHOOL” — The In- 
dependent Order of Odd Fellows and 
Rebekahs depicts the first day of 
school as their “adventure” with a nine 
year old girl ringing the school bell 
and trying to coax a floral young lad 
into the classroom. Thousands of red, 
yellow and white roses form the decor 
in front of the schoolhouse, while the 
American flag is decorated in red and 
white carnations and blue cornflowers. 


“KON-TIKI” — The City of Montebello 
makes its first appearance in Tourna- 
ment of Roses Pageantry today with 
this floral entry depicting the voyage 
of the raft, Kon-Tiki, shown under full 
sail. The design of the goddess Kon- 
Tiki on the sails are decorated in red 
and white roses. Beige and brown 
chrysanthemums with stock blossom 
rigging serve as the raft’s decor. The 
five pretty mermaids are Montebello’s 
queen, Carole Curtis, and her four 
princesses, Janet Marynick, Lorraine 
Pelliteri, Joann Kuzarian, and Jennylea

INDUSTRIAL GROWTH 


As late as 1939, there were only 122 
industrial concerns located in Pasa- 
dena, employing a total of slightly 
more than 1000 persons. 

With the advent of World War II, 
the Pasadena Chamber of Commerce 
set a very definite industrial objective, 
“to develop Pasadena as a center of 
science and research, light manufac- 
ture of scientific instruments, precision 
products, and other industries that con- 
form to the community’s character”. 

By 1947, 296 industries were located 
in Pasadena. with total employment 
growing to 5,298. 

Many factors were responsible. for 
this growth, but one of the most dom- 
inant was the presence of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology. One of the 
leading technological institutions of 
the nation, “CalTech” has been an in- 
tellectual magnet, drawing many of 
our foremost scientific and engineering 
minds. 

Today, Pasadena is “home” for over 
500 manufacturing plants. 

From “Roses to rockets”, Pasadena 
today is noted not only for its New 
Year’s greeting to the world but for its 
scientific prowess.:CalTech’s Jet Pro- 
pisicn Laboratory developed Amer- 
ca’s first satellite. Pasadena is a city 
diversified ...a city of homes, of in- 
dustry, a retail and professional center 
for San Gabriel Valley, known for its 
heritage of culture, through the years.

Many techniques are employed in 
modern day float building. The specific 
peepee arising in any given locale 

ave had much to do with the steps 
taken to create solutions. 


The so-called “Pasadena method” 
has emerged over a period of 70 years 
experience. Because every float must 
‘be completely covered with fresh flow- 
‘ers, floats appearing in the Tourna- 
ment of Roses parade are perhaps 
somewhat more complicated than those 
built for other festivals. Furthermore, 
the length of five miles that must be 
traversed by each float, preferably un- 
der its own power, and the slow rate 
of speed travelled, creates mechanical 
problems such as the need for enlarged 
radiators to prevent overheating, 

While some floats are built by par- 
ticipating communities with volunteer 
help, the vast majority are designed 
and built by professional float build- 
ers acting for the cities, organizations 
and commercial firms sponsoring the 
various units in the parade. 

The first step is the preparation of.a 
color sketch of the proposed float, after 
which the builder goes to work with a 
stripped-down automobile, jeep or truck 
chassis in which the wheels are extend- 
ed to a distance of some 20 feet from 
front to rear. The chassis is not widened 
as a rule. These are used year after 
year as long as they remain in good 
tunning condition. 

Room. is provided for two drivers. 


Steering is done through a peep-hole in 
the flowers and, in some cases, with 
the help of a third person —a steers- 
man—concealed under the front of 
the float who gives directions to the 
driver by telephone. The pictures show 
the Chevrolet float being constructed. 


Over the chassis a metal or wooden 
framework is built, shaped roughly to 
the dimensions of the finished product. 
Most floats are 40 feet long, 20 feet 
wide and 17 feet high. They tend to be 
low in front and higher towards the 
rear. The final shaping is done with one 
inch mesh chicken wire that is 
stretched and fastened over the entire 
float. This is then sprayed with a poly- 
vinyl material, a process often called 
cocooning, which provides surface for 
decorating. The float is then painted in 
colors to be matched by the covering 
flowers. Figures or mannequins to be 
used are made of papier-mache, These 
are also later decorated in flowers. 


Decorating the floats with fresh flow- 
ers begins some 48 hours before the 
parade with the hardier blossoms be- 
ing applied first. These usually are 
chrysanthemums. Some of the more 
delicate blooms are placed on the 
floats only a few hours before the 
parade starts. Roses, gardenias and 
orchids are almost invariably placed 
in water vials or test tubes which are 
concealed from view. 


Many different kinds of flowers are 
used to obtain color designs though

emphasis is upon the use of roses, Oth- 
er popular flowers are stock blossoms, 


chrysanthemums, delphinium, blue 
cornflowers, orchids (imported from 
Hawaii, including catteleya, cym- 


bidium and vanda), marigolds, snap- 
dragons, sweet peas and others. Green- 
ery consisting of leaves, heather and 
Ti leaves are also used to some extent. 

Flowers are attached to the cocooned 
face of the float with the aid of a spe- 
cial type of glue which has a plastic 
rubber base. Also a cold paste, imper- 
vious to water, is sometimes used. 

To gain a frothy or lacy effect, flow- 
ers may be strung on wires instead of 
pene pasted. Where cleaner lines are 
sought, flowers are cut off at the calyx 
and glued to the float’s surface. Where 
test tubes are used, they are filled with 
water and a chemical preservative 
added to keep the flowers fresh long- 
er. Some floats may require as many 
as 350,000 fresh flowers. 

Before floats are permitted to enter 
the parade they are thoroughly checked 
to insure their safe operation by the 
Tournament of Roses Float Construc- 
tion Committee. Tires, ignition system, 
battery and other mechanical parts 
are carefully scrutinized to make sure 
that no avoidable breakdown will oc- 
cur. Each float must also be equipped 
with a built-in-tow-bar so that it can 
be moved along the line of march in 
the event of failure.

Horses and equipment valued at over three million dol- 
lars will make this the greatest display of equine wealth 
ever witnessed at one showing, according to the experts, and 
to add frosting to the cake, the riders will include a coterie 
of western stars from television and motion pictures who 
will elicit cheers and applause from young and old.

ore will include Leo Carrillo, who once served as Grand 
Marshal of the pageant. Guy Williams, known to video fans 
as “Zorro,” Richard Boone, who stars in “Have Gun, Will 
Travel,” Sergeant Preston of the Yukon in the person of Rich- 
ard Simmons, and Rex Allen, western singing star, are others 
who have ridden into the living rooms and hearts of 
Americans.

Chicago’s Royal Mounties of 32 black horses led by the 
white horse of Major Ger T. Sunde will make their Rose 
Parade debut an historic event, because it will mark the 
largest group to travel over 2000 miles to participate in this 
pageant. 


Football fans here from the San Francisco Bay area to 
cheer their Golden Bears will be able to welcome the crack 
Aahmes Shrine Patrol from Oakland astride 17 beautiful 
black and white Pintos, while the Southern Cees may acclaim 
the 13-horse troop of the Al Malaikah Temple Shrine Patrol. 
Sheriff Pete Pitchess will lead the Los Angeles County 
Beets Posse, which is one of the nation’s top equestrian 
un . 


All in all, it looks like quite a day for riders and horses, 
to say nothing of those who enjoy the beautiful prancing of 
well-dressed, well-behaved animals.

Bands Come from Far and Near 


to Mareh in the Tournament of Roses 


Today marks a real life adventure for hundreds of 
youngsters who will provide the band music for the 70th 
annual Tournament of Roses Parade. 

Twenty bands will be interspersed among the 63 floats 
and 200 equestrian units with seven of the units coming 
to Pasadena from different states. Two of the bands have 
spanned the continent to perform along Pasadena’s five- 
mile parade route. These are the Clifton High School Mus- 
tang Band from East Patterson, New Jersey and the Mount 
Lebanon High School Band from Pittsburgh, Pennsylva- 
nia. Sol Kay is the director of the 85 musicians from Clifton 
High, while the 160-piece Mount Lebanon band is directed 
by Philip Prutzman. 

The Oconomowoc American Legion Band from Wisconsin 
has won many honors for its concerts before veterans in 
the various hospitals of the United States. Directed by 
Robert G. Ludwig, this group received a Congressional ci- 
tation of merit for its work. It will feature 70 musicians. 

Two other crack units will come here from Nebraska and 
Arizona. These are the Columbus High School Band of 84 
musicians from Columbus, Nebraska, and the Phoenix 
Indian School Band of 80 musicians from Phoenix, Arizona. 
Kenneth A. Johnson directs the Columbus group and Miss 
Rosemary Davey directs the Phoenix unit. 

The largest band ever to perform in any Rose Parade 
will be the combined State University of Iowa Band and 
the Iowa Scottish Highlanders. They will be separated by 
the float from the Big Ten Conference. Bill Adamson di- 


rects the 80 Scottish Highlanders, while Frederick Ebbs 


directs the Hawkeye Band of 120 musicians. Two years ago 
they thrilled spectators by providing continuous music 
throughout the Rose Parade by playing alternately, How- 
ever, they are scheduled to be separated this year, because 
each marches to a different tempo. 


California’s Golden Bears, long famed for their outstand- 
ing bands, will thrill crowds as they return to the Rose 
Parade after an absence of eight years. Directed by James 
Berdahi, the 130 Blue and Gold musicians will also enter- 
tain during the Rose Bowl Game as will the two units 
from Iowa.

r the seven princesses have been chosen. One of the princesses is later selected to be the 


Rose Queen. It is a real honor to reach the final round of twenty-two from the starting list of 1900 Pasadena City College ceeds. 


Today marks a real life adventure 
for seven pretty coeds when they ride 
at the head of the Rose Parade on their 
own rose-covered float and later occupy 
the Royal Box at the Rose Bowl Game. 

These two events will provide life- 
long memories for the Rose Queen and 
her court of six princesses as they 
sweep down Colorado Boulevard to the 
plaudits of more. than a million per- 
sons and receive ovation as they enter 
the football stadium. 

All the girls are students at Pasadena 
City College, and today is the climax 
to more than two months of activities. 
This began when a series of elimina- 
tions were held to select the 1959 royal 
family of the Tournament cf Roses. 


The first screening process was con- 
ducted by a panel of students, faculty 
members and a representative of the 
Parent-Teacher Association at Pasa- 
dena City College. There were 1900 
candidates vieing for the honor. The 
panel selécted 126 girls who made their 
first appearance before the eight mem- 
bers of the Tournament of Roses queen 
selection committee on October, 30. 


Known to members of this committee 
only by numbers assigned to them by 
the college, the girls appeared at a 
number of elimination meetings dur- 
ing the entire month of November. 
Seeking young ladies of poise, person- 
ality. posture, charm and graciousness, 
as well as beauty, the committee kept 


reducing the field of eligibles until but 
seven remained. At this point, the girls 
dropped their anonymity, and became 
known as individuals. They were out- 
fitted with four complete wardrobes, 
identical in every respect, by the Tour~ 
nament of Roses, thus the seven win- 
ners were placed on equal footing 
yates their economic stations in 
ife. 


However, the screening process was 
not completed until one of them was 
chosen to reign as queen. She was then 
provided with another set of wardrobes 
of similar style, though different in 
color, and the court then became the 
ambassadors of good will for sub- 
sequent pageantry leading to the cli- 
max of today’s Rose Parade and Rose 
Bowl Game. 


Among the functions performed by 
the queen and her court are to visit 
hospitals and cheer patients, both 
young and old, to appear on various 
television and radio shows, and to 
represent the Tournament of Roses at 
numerous social functions. They meet 
the two football teams upon their ar- 
rival, greet the grand marshal and his 
wife, and meet with the press. The girls 
are also feted by their Alma Mater at 
the annual Royal Ball and are official- 
ly commissioned to office at the Corona- 
tion and Ball. an event that also pro- 
vides them with thrills and memories 
to be enjoyed for years to come. 


Also important to each member of 
the court is the personal growth and 
development that takes place. Tutored 
at Tournament of Roses expense in the 
arts of walking, talking and the other 
social graces, the opportunity to meet 
and converse with leaders from im- 
portant walks of life makes its lifelong 
impact upon each young lady. Further- 
more, each is constantly called upon 
to speak before audiences of all sizes, 
even on television with millions of 
viewers watching. 

This treasure chest of experiences, 
the material possessions heaped upon 
them, and the privilege of becoming 
lifelong members of the Tournament 
of Roses “family” are the rewards be- 
fitting winners in our American system 
of competition amidst fair play and 
good sportsmanship. The thrill of par- 
ticipating in today’s “Adventures in 
Flowers” will provide its memories and 
recognition, important ingredients in 
the lives of wholesome American 
youth. The Tournament of Roses is to 
be congratulated for the good taste it 
imparts in creating an environment 
that challenges these young people to 
accept responsibility on behalf of a 
civic project. 

And while the queen and her court 
receive many favors. they also give 
generously of their time in spreading 
joy and beauty before the world, and 
in helping to develop understanding 
among people everywhere. 3 1 


and California Clash in 45 
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Annual Rose Bowl Football Classie 


The 45th annual renewal of the Rose Bow] Football Classic 
brings together the heavily favored University of lowa Hawk- 
eyes and the cinderella team of the Pacific Coast Conference, 
the University of California Golden Bears. 


Iowa will be seeking its second Rose Bow] win in two tries, 
its previous visit to Pasadena being two years ago when 
Coach Forest Evashevski led his charges to victory over 
Oregan State, 34 to 19. 


California has had seven previous visits winning two, losing 
four and playing a tie game, 0-0, against Washington and 
Jefferson back in 1922. The Cal victories were over Ohio State 
in 1921, 28-0, and against Alabama in 1938, 13-0. Losses were 
to Georgia Tech in 1929, 8-7, when the famed wrong-way run 
clouded the picture; then in consecutive years under the 
coaching of Lynn Waldorf, the Golden Bears bowed to North- 
western in 1949, 20-13, in 1950 to Ohio State, 17-14, and finally 
to Michigan in 1951, 14-6. 

The game today marks the Rose Bowl coaching debut for 
Cal’s Pete Elliott, who is in his second season as headman of 
the Golden Bears, but he is not exactly a stranger to the 
greensward of the Arroyo Seco. He previously appeared as a 
halfback for the University of Michigan in 1948, when his 
Alma Mater scored a resounding win over Southern Cali- 
fornia, 49-0. Thus both Evashevski and Elliott have tasted 
victory in each of their previous visits to the Rose Bowl, and 
oon Hit be battling all the way to keep their records un- 

emished. 


Iowa, as undisputed champions of the Big Ten Conference, 
showed real scoring punch in hammering out seven wins 
against one loss and a tie with the undefeated Air Force 
Academy. Only loss of the season was to Ohio State in a 
wild scoring melee, 38-28, when the Hawks suffered a natural 
letdown in playing the Bucks a week after sewing up their 


second conference championship in the past 50 years. Iowa 
closed out its season with a solid win over the Irish of Notre 
Dame, 31-21. Scoring a total of 234 points in nine games, the 
Hawkeyes will again be depending upon the sharp passing 
and ball handling of Quarterback Randy Duncan, who will 
be playing his second Rose Bowl Game. 


The Golden Bears will depend for their scoring on Quarter- 
back Joe Kapp, who has been the backbone of the team’s 
resurgence in 1958 after a poor season the year before. 
Featuring the trickiest ball handling in the West this year, 
Kapp with his run-pass option, is always a threat, and his 
performances are generally credited with bringing Cal to the 
Rose Bowl. The Bears have not scored as consistently as their 
opponents from Iowa, nailing down but 195 points in 10 
games, while their opponents have garnered 162. Iowa gave 
up 134 points to nine opponents. 

Statistics would indicate that both squads have leaky de- 
fenses. The only shutout scored by either team was Iowa’s 
season opening win over Texas Christian when the Hawkeyes 
belted TCU, 17-0. This also was only one of two games in 
which Iowa did not score three touchdowns or more. Iowa 
opponents scored three or more touchdowns in three games, 
two touchdowns in three games, while Wisconsin and In- 
diana were only able to get one each. 


California, off to a shaky start by blowing its first two de- 
cisions to College of Pacific and Michigan State, respectively, 
24-20 and 32-12, held all opponents other than Utah to less 
than three teedees. 

It would thus appear that today’s battle indicates a scor- 
ing duel, weather permitting, and the decision will probably 
hinge on the individual effectiveness of Cal’s Kapp and 
Iowa’s Duncan. However the outcome, it looks like a real 
good game. Happy New Year to all. A. J.
